FALL WEDDING GOWNS. 


CTac. Rich Homemade 


ll«B4»otiicI>' Iced. 


Given our grandmothers' careful re- 


gard to mixing, making and baking 
and a slow oven—DO bolter. In fact, 
tban Is required for the bean pot— 
then close watching until tbe eakfr is 
ready to be taken out, tliere Is no rea- 
son why. with a good recipe, a home- 
made wedding cuke cannot be fbe 
proudest achievement In the bridal 
preparations. According to Good House- 
keeping, snch is tbe cas-e, and It gives 
Subtractions, about as follows, for se- 
curing iLJs result: 


Cream til! very light one pound of 


butter; gradually add one pound ot 
sugar and beat it well together. Sepa- 
rate the yolks nnd whites of twelve 
eggs. If you can have twq assistants 
at the work, It will hasten matters If 
one beats tbe yolks till thick and lem- 
on colored while the other whips the 
whites to a dry froth. It will do no 
harm If, during the same time, one 
cook continues the steady creaming of 
ibe butter nnd sugar. To this add the 
yolks of the eggs, then the whites. 
Add one pound of flour, saving from 
this quantity one-third of a cupful to 
dredge tbe fruit, which is added later. 
Xow put In two teaspoonfuls of cin- 
namon, three-fourths of a teaspoonful 
each of nutmeg, allspice and mace, half 
a teaspoonful of cloves and a quarter 
of a cupful or a little more of milk, if 
your principles forbid the use of the 
brandy which allows the traditional 
wedding cake to be made a month or 
six weeks before It is needed that it 
may Improve with nge. 


Tbe fruit mixture required to enrich 


this batter Is three pounds of raisins 
seeded and cut In halves, one pound 
of currants, one pound of citron cut in 
very thin slices and one pound of fine- 
ly chopped figs. Dredge the raisins, 
flgs and currants with flour and add 
to the cnke. Butter and flour a large 
round pan and Into this put a layer of 
the cake mixture. Dredge tbe citron 
with flour and lay It carefully over the 
batter. Cover with the remainder of 
the mixture; lay the rest of tbe citron 
on top. Cover tbe pan with a buttered 
paper, tying it down about the rim: 
then steam for three hours. Afterward 
bake for one nnd a half hours in a 
very slow oven. 


If you are not an expert on tbe use 


of tbe pastry bag in Icing, the cake 
might be given a caterer for finishing 
touches, or take a private lesson on 
ornamental

school. This would cost no more than 
tbe baker would charge, and you 
would obtain a knowledge that would 
enable you to be prepared for a second 
wedding In the family.

square of rubber cloth folded into a 
three cornered bag. The end Is cut off, 
and Into it is slipped nn icing tube, 
which can be bought for 3."> cents at 
jiny kitchen furnishing house. Fill tbe 
point of the bug with tbe thick frost- 
ing and squeeze it through hi any pat- 
tern desired. 
Roses, stars or hearts

Hold the point of the bag 
In the left band while u&ing and 
squeeze tho frosting through.

ANTHRACITE COAL. 


Something About Mining It And Its 


Limited Supply. 


Anthracite! This is the word that 


is striking terror and alarm to mil- 
lions of Americans today. It is not a 
new word, but it has a new meaning. 
Originally it represented nothing but 
the coal bin, which could be filled by 
a telephone call at a moment's no- 
tice. Now it means a vision of pinch- 
ing cold. It brings to view the horri- 
ble spectacle of rioting imobs. It pic- 
tures want and. desolation whea the 
miner and bis family are thought of, 
and it pictures suffering and misery 
when the 'world's poor who are depen- 
dent on the miner for coal are con- 
sidered. 


This word which has become such 


a vital part of the life of the Ameri- 
can people is a striking example of 
now the world becomes dependent on 
what may be termed the latter-day 
progress of mankind. Just one hun- 
dred years ago Philadelphia received 
her first shipment of anthracite coal. 
U came to the city in two river arks, 
and was used to gravel the sidewalks. 


The cost of mining anthracite is 


greater than the cost of mining bitum- 
inous coal, and this cost does not end 
when the coal is landed at the sur- 
face of the mine. Anthracite 
as 
it 


comes from the mines consists of 
lumps of various sizes, and inter- 
mixed with these lumps is a mixture 
of rocks. These lumps must be brok- 
en and sorted as to size before the 
anthracite Is ready for the 
market, 


since the economic use of anthracite 
requires that the lumps must .be of 
as near uniform size as possible, and 
as there is a greater demand for the 
intermediate sizes the larger lumps 
must be broken down to smaller sizes. 
This elaborate preparation greatly in- 
creases the cost of the coal. 


Anthracite is prepared for market 


in what is known as the coal breaker, 
a large building, usually built of tim- 
ber, 
but sometimes of steel and iron. 


The coal is broken up by machinery, 
consisting of toothed rolls, 
after 


which it is screened in circular re- 
volving screens. The slate is picked 
out by hand by boys and old1 men, who 
sit along the chutes through which 
the screened coal passes. As far as 
possible the work of sorting sizes and 
picking out impurities is done by ma- 
chinery. 


Tlie general plan is to sort the coal 


over inclined bars, then to pass what 
goes through the bars over 
revolv- 


ing or shaking screens, while what 
?oes through directly to the loading 
bins, or else is 'broken' up into smaller 
slze.s l>y rolls and then separated into 
the various sizes by screens. The ca- 
oacil> of the average breaker is from 
two to three thousand tons of coal a 
day. 


The tendency of recent years has 


been to use more of the smaller sizes 
of anthracite, and consequently the 
breaking has been done with this end 
in view. 


Many estimates! are given as to the 


cost of miniiiig and marketing anthra- 
cite. Hero is one from the Anthracite 
Coal Operators' 
Association 
letter, 


which refers particularly to the smal- 
ler si/.es of anthracite: 
Mining and 


preimration, $1.25 per ton; transpor- 
tation to New York, $1.35 per ton, 
making a total of $2 fifl per ton. 


That there is a limit to the supply 


of anthracite in this country is rec- 
ognized by all authorities.

Tut- prices of finished beef cattle- are 
comparatively Ugh and are likc-iy to 
remain at a high figure for some years 
to come. That the almost phenomenal 
records that have been made at some 
periods during the present year will be 
maintained is not to be expected, but if 
available statistics nre correct the pro- 
duction of beef cattle has not kept 
pace with the growth of population 
throughout the country. 


The aiverage record for years does 


not show any very great variation 
from one year to another of the 
amount of meat consumed per capita. 
tLougb the prosperity of the country 
may naturally be expected to affect to 
some extent the demand for high 
priced meats. 


Texas and the territories have been 


great breeding grounds 
for many 


years; but, owing to the increasing de- 
mand for land and the enactment of 
new land laws, the cow men who have 
had great herds on the range nre now 
looking to northern states for pastur- 
age, and the beef production of the 
southwest, if it is to be maintained in 
the years to come, must be largely con- 
lined to the farming sections. The high 
price of cottonseed meal and hulls is 
causing the men who usually feed- 
thousands of head of cattle for market- 
to hesitate about making contracts for 
big bunches of feeders this year, and 
in the course of time, when farmers' 
fully understand'and practice the prin- 
ciples of feeding cattle on the farms, it 
is probable that feeding nt the oil mills 
•will be almost if not entirely done 
away with. The farmer who feeds oni 
his own ground not only secures a 
market as high priced meat for corn 
and forage he produces, but the ma- 
nnrial return to his land is of such 
great value that be has an advantage 
that cannot be overcome by the man 
•who finishes cattle at the oil mills.

Spaying Heifers. 


The West Texas Stockman, taking 


up the line of argument advanced in 
Farm and Ranch relative to spaying to 
prevent overstocking of the ranges, 
says: "A spayed heifer makes just 
about as good beef ns her brother. It 
is an easy matter to convert the sur- 
plus heifers on every ranch into good 
beef animals at a moderate cost and 
with trivial danger of loss. Bearing 
this fact in mind, the ranchmen in 
much of the territory above the line 
have- already taken steps to convert a 
large per cent of their crop of heifers 
this year into beef animals, and those 
located below the line should adopt 
the same procedure. Among the num- 
ber of leading ranchmen in this sec- 
tion who have either spayed their heif- 
ers or arranged to do so are: The Spur 
Cattle company, about 3.000 head; the 
Llano Land and Cattle company, all 
the heifers dropped on the ranch this 
Beason; lludsou & Scliultz, 000 head; 
W. II. Brennand, 400 bead; A. B. Rob- 
ertson, a big string on the II ranch, 
and numbers of others. It is probable 
that the number spayed in this section 
of the state will reach the steer nnd 
.sell right alongside.of him In all the 
markets of the count.-y, close on to £,"">,-

We are frequently asked the best 


treatment to pursue for nail wounds !ri 
the foot of a horse, says an exchange. 
When the nail has been removed, follow 
the puncture through the sole or frog 
to the soft tissues, then fill the cavity 
with a solution made of equal parts of 
gum camphor and carbolic acid and 
pack with 
cotton. This 
treatment 


should be repeated daily until recovery 
is complete. Where this treatment is 
promptly and properly carried out nail 
-vrounds ia the foot of the horse rarely 
result in abscess and suppuration. 
Where abscess of tho foot has occurred 
remove fill loose horn and dress with 
cotton saturated with the solution 
given.

All 
that is necessary is to add or remove 
a certain amount of butter fat, which 
is easily done by means of the centrif- 
ugal separator or by letting the cream 
rise by gravity. While it is trnc that

varies 


somewhat from day io day. the mixed 
milk of a herd that is milked at regu- 
lar times each day will be practically 
constant for that herd, because nil of 
the cows will not te«t high or low 
on the same day. By testing the miKc 
of a herd occasionally the per cent of 
fat in the milk may bo known nt all 
times with reasonable, nccuraey, to- 
gether with the amount of skmunilk 
that should be added or removed to 
bring it to the proper standard. It" 
the separator does good work nnd the 
amount of milk bandied is small so 
that it does not warrant testing every 
day, it may be run very close to tho 
desired per cent of fat by testing once 
n week, so as to be sure that it is up 
to the required standard. Where the 
quantity of milk handled is large it 
is more economical to run tests fre- 
quently nnd keep the fat at exactly 
the desired per cent. Even if the per 
•cent of fat varies but slightly it i,i«ke« 
n great difference fn profit in the course 
of the year in n In rare business.

standardize milk is a cream separator 
and n milk test.

The common impression that the goat 


is free from all the diseases to which 
sheep are subject is wholly wrong. The 
goat is closely related to the sheep nnd 
has all the parasites to which the fam- 
ily is generally subject nnd some oth- 
ers in addition. It thus suffers from 
this class of d.isease very seriously 
when neglected, although It is more 
easily relieved than n sheep on account 
of the more open and loss oily fleece. 
They also suffer from foot rot, having 
feet of the same character as those of 
the sheep. This is due to the existence 
of a secretory or excretory gland in the 
foot between the toes, known ns the 
intcrungulnted gland, which secretes a 
special lubricating substance by which 
the foot Joints are kept froe from in- 
jury. It is almost entire ignorance of 
this formation of the foot of the sheep 
and goat as vcell which makes the ani- 
mal so subject to that serious disease, 
the foot rot, which is simply an Inflam- 
mation due to friction of the parts, 
soreness following and blood poison 
due to infection by filth, so that the 
goat must be managed with due regard 
to this disability and watched as care- 
fully ns sheep are to avoid trouble. 


For skin parasites the same remedies 


are to be used ns for sheep, but as they 
nre more easily reached it is only nec- 
essary to wash or grease the skin with 
some disinfecting liquid, as a common 
sheep dip or n preparation of tobacco 
stepped in boiling hot water, but not 
boiled, or to grease the animal with 
any oily matter strongly scented with 
carbolic acid. In fact, goats are to bo 
treated In all respects ns sheep are in 
rojrnrd to sanitary matters.

ENSILAGE CUTTING. 


Silo Wltli u Blower—\Vlion 


Com Ripens Too Soon. 


Two years ago we became one of (he 


first to experiment with a real blower 
for filling the silo, says nu Ohio Farmer 
correspondent, and then we "blowed 
things up." Not only the fodder, but the 
fan nearly wont, with it on two occa- 
sions. Wo did lots of cutting. 
Last 


year we got a more nearly perfected 
machine nnd a ten horsepower trad ion 
engine, with which we filled eight silos, 
still having a share of breakage nnd 
delay, yet still in hope of ultimate suc- 
cess. 


The manufacturers would ask what 


we call real success. We demand a 
cutter nnd elevator that will take bun- 
dles of fourteen foot corn on its travel- 
ing feed and deposit the finished prod- 
uct in the silo at the rate of fifteen tons 
to the hour without from one to three 
feeders skinning their hands and crip- 
pling their backs to force big cars into 
choked rolls or straighten and pack the 
bundles even and thin on feed chain. 
When one ton of f odder is devourtul in 
tw o minutes, it looks as if our demands 
were being met, but we nsk how long 
this pace will continue. 


For several years we have used the 


corn binder, one nt the loading nnd 
unloading nnd one at the feeding. Our 
force last yenr consisted of four team- 
sters, one man with harvester, threo 
pickups nnd two or-three nt tho box. 
The past two seasons we hnve hud no 
one in 1lio silo.

It is well 'to recognize the grave 


oeril of fire to which the city will be

through a 'general and indiscriminate 
use of soft coal. Chimneys designed 
cor anthracite fires, as practicality all 
are here, are not (well suited to soft 
coal. The flues are too narrow and 
.vill soon get clogged with soot. To 
ulean. them out every week or two 
would be a difficult if not an impossi- 
ble task. Yet if they are not cleaned 
obere will not be sufficient draft. In 
iddition, there will be grave danger of 
the soot in the chimney itself catching 
nre, and a chimney fire is not always 
i trifling matter. If the chimney is 
well built the fire may burn itself out 
without doing harm. Bui. a large pro- 
oortion of chimneys 
are not, well 


'•juilt. They -have crevices between the 
bricks, through which 
smoke 
and 


sparks and flame may escape -and get 
under the floors or between the walls, 
and in some cases the timber con- 
struction of the house enters into the 
chimney and into the very flue. So 
long as anthracite coal is used there 
ire no sparks or flame in the chim- 
ney, and no harm is caused; but soft 
ooal would soon line the flue with a 
thick layer of carbon, and when this 
caught fire and became a raging fur- 
nace the safety of the house would be 
in peril. 


Few people, probably, know just 


how safe or unsafe the chimneys of 
their houses are, and there is no prac- 
tical way i of finding it out short of the 
perilous one of testing them with fire. 
rt.ll that can oe done is to exercise the 
utmost possible vigilance.
